The most tender and candid of biographies available today is in installments in the 
Ladies Home Journal and it is the story of the marriage of the late Gertrude Lawrence 
to a New England born producer of Broadway plays, Richard Aldrich. It is called 
“Gertrude Lawrence as Mrs. A.,” and it is irresistible. Mr. Aldrich has done a magni- 
ficent job on a task which must have been difficult and almost certainly, painful. 


A great many people with a great many typewriters have tried 
a great many times to pin down on paper in printed characters the 
elusive shimmering, wondrous thing that was Gertrude Lawrence. 
Apparently, one had to be married to her to achieve it. Aldrich 
does it in a paragraph without peer: 


“She was of the stuff of which legends are made. You were 
always hearing about the outrageous pranks she played in the 
theatre and out of it, her quick wit, her love of parties at which 
her irrepressible comedy spirit made her the glittering center, her 
extravagances which had run her into bankruptcy, the men in love with her, her fabulous 
clothes, furs and jewels; above all, her glamor—a word which she had brought back into 
parlance, and the only term our language affords which even haltingly describes her 
radiant charm.” 





That’s it. That was Miss Lawrence as nearly as can be put into words. But, just to 
nail it all down for all time, Aldrich adds another sentence: 


“She was not to be comprehended all at once.” 


Miss Lawrence, it also develops, had words of her own for her husband, the most 
direct being the comment on his background: 


“Born there? He IS Plymouth Rock!” 


As one of thousands who moved through Miss Lawrence’s life, and like them at most- 
ly a distance and with scarcely enough weight to make any discernable dent, I have been 
reading Aldrich’s biography of his wife with fascination and some emotion. She was a 
woman impossible to know and not admire. If you met her, you adored her. She had 
flame and spirit and the glamor her husband describes. She had a lovely and lively 
sense of humor, she was a hard-working actress, and, at the end, she was a heroine who

insisted on doing her job when it was patent that her time for life was running desperately 
short. Indeed, she was taken from the theatre at the end of a matinee and put into a 
hospital and there she died not many days later. She had demanded that she play that 
matinee performance, even though fatally ill. 


These days various young women of the theatre seem to have lost the legendary devo- 
tion to job which for centuries characterized the profession. They call up and beg off and 
allow an understudy to go on if they happen to have caught a hang-nail and torn it. But 
Miss Lawrence was of the legend. She probably, she almost undeniably, knew that she 
was dying. I believe that she did. All of the evidence is there. But she went to the 
theatre and she got ready and she went on and played a performance that will be re- 
membered for its uncanny brilliance and resolution. And then they met her backstage 
as the last curtain fell and took her, perhaps against her will, to medical care. If I can 
guess at what she said that dismal Saturday afternoon, she said: “But I have a perform- 
ance tonight!” 


This courage and grandeur and the wit and sensitivity and, yes, most candidly, the 
temperament, are all in Aldrich’s fond biography of a beloved woman. It will be a book 
when the series ends in the magazine, but it is suggested that you don’t wait. 


Read it now.

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A. CAPE VOICES 
“UNDER THE GREENWOOD TREE” 


by Marjorie W. Swift 


In another part of the forest—that is to 
say Cape Cod—there is another kind of 
a stage. No walls surround it, there is no 
roof above. The trees are the walls, the 
roof is the sky. Sometimes the sky is blue 
and sparkling lights and soft shadows 
dapple the stage and the mossy bank 
where the audience sits. Sometimes it is 
night; the stars shine and fireflies flit, and 
once in a while a soft mist drifts in and 
envelops the background in a shroud of 
mystery and the actors appear from no- 
where, from out of the mist among the 
trees. There must have been storms and 
rain and winter, but I don’t remember 
much about that part of it. We did have 
considerable difficulties with mosquitoes, 
however. Still and all it was a magic 
sort of place. 


The noble elms, the graceful locusts, the 
shrubbery encompass it round about. To- 
day the stage is over- 
grown with creepers; 
locust saplings stand 
where the audience sat 
and the stage sleeps and 
dreams in the jungle. 
That is the Greenwood 
Theatre today. 





I spent a lot of time 
on and around the 
Greenwood Stage; backstage, onstage, in 
the audience, as wardrobe hag and prop- 
maker, and it was an important part of 
my education. It was for a lot of people. 
Anybody who knew and worked with 
Aunt Sally, or Madame Stitch, or Sally 
White Johnstone, which was her legal

name, came in for a generous share of 
education, inspiration, and enthusiasm, 
and acquired a valuable ability to make 
much out of little or nothing when it came 


to props and costumes and such. We 
learned how to work hard, only it didn’t 
seem like work because we were having 
fun. Work is what you don’t like; if you 
are enjoying it, it isn’t work. 


Aunt Sally was the head of the whole 
thing; director, producer, costume design- 
er and a lot of things besides. 


My very first experience with the 
Greenwood Theatre was before it was 
even called that. It was a long time ago 
and involved a pot of lamp black. In 
those days the stage consisted of several 
large tent platforms set directly on the 
ground and not much else. The Elders 
were engaged in building a setting for 
“The Nightingale’ and the pot of lamp 
black was left unguarded for a fatal half 
hour, during which my brother, another 
little girl and I all decided that it would 
be fun to be black. It was fun; up to a 
point. The fun ended when we were dis- 
covered by the Elders, who were about 
to go on a picnic. They were understand- 
ably annoyed at having to wash us off 
with turpentine and kerosene. They man- 
aged to do a fair job of it, but we were 
constantly reminded of our shame while 
the rest of the paint wore off, which took 
some time. We never meddled with any- 
thing on the stage again unless expressly 
permitted. 
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We children attended all rehearsals 
with religious devotion. We got to the 
point where we knew many of the plays 
by heart and even produced a child-sized 
version of something called “The Moon 
Three Quarters Full.” Once in a while 
one or two of us would be called upon to 
appear in an adult production, such as 
“The Emperor’s New Clothes,” in which 
I carried the emperor’s invisible train and 
my brother was the little boy who said, 
“But the Emperor hasn’t got anything on, 
Mother,” or “Undine” in which I was the 
little Undine who came dripping out of 
the lake. 


Children have a habit of growing up 
and so do theatres. By the mid-thirties 
the Greenwood 
Theatre was of 
age, the stage 
was araised 
platform of far

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front. Still simple and rather rustic, 
but adequate. A mossy bank, or ramp, had 
been built up for the spectators’ seats, as 
had also a handy movable bleachers which 
doubled in brass as seats for the audience 
or a part of the scenery as the case might 
be. 


One special production stands out in 
my mind during that time; “Le Bourgeois 
Gentilhomme’” in which practically every- 
body in town appeared, or had a hand in. 
While this play was actually performed 
at the town hall it was a Greenwood pro- 
duction. Another was “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream,” which was a joint effort, 
being produced by Milton and Colette 
Parsons, two alumni of earlier days, and 
costumed by Aunt Sally. A number of 
the performers had also appeared on the 
Greenwood Stage. In “Midsummer” and 
also in a later production, “Dear Brutus,” 
the apple orchard at one side of the stage 
was used. That orchard came in remark- 
ably handy for parts of the fairy sequence 
in “Midsummer,” and was Lob’s Wood in 
“Dear Brutus.” 


One of the most ambitious things we 
did was “H.M.S. Pinafore.” Like “Le 
Bourgeois,” Pinafore drew largely on local 
citizens. ‘Pinafore’ took most of the 
spring of 1939, and part of the summer, 
to rehearse, build the setting and put to- 
gether the costumes. Performances ran 
two nights a week during the latter part 
of July and through August. It was very 
successful; so much so in fact, that on 
more than one occasion the audience over- 
flowed into the trees, the little boy part, 
that is. 


I mustn’t forget the work Aunt Sally 
did with children during those years. She 
was especially fond of the young and 
knew how to interest them and direct 
them. Some of the plays the children did 
were written by themselves, others were 
adaptations of fairy tales or other stories. 
One of my favorites was “The Rose And

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The Ring,” undoubtedly because I had the 
fun of making the king’s and queen’s 
crowns, painting a portrait of Bulbo and 
making a wig, for Angelica, with “a thou- 
sand curl papers” that actually rustled. 
You may just be wondering what we 
did about money. It is very simple. Most- 
ly we did without. There were ginger 
jars spotted around in strategic places for 
voluntary contributions, and carpenters 
and electricians got paid. We made and 
remade costumes, built and rebuilt, paint- 
ed and repainted scenery. Aunt Sally gave 
of her time, talent and resources, and so 
did everybody else. We did it because 
we loved what we were doing, and also 
because we were learning all the time. 
Aunt Sally has gone to a better world, 
the children who trod the Greenwood 
boards have grown up and have children 
of their own and the grownups have scat- 
tered far and wide; the theatre sleeps 
tranquilly through sun and rain, and the 
vines twine round the locust posts that 
supported lights. I can’t get over an odd 
feeling however, that one day the theatre 
will wake from its long sleep, and once 
again friends, relations and neighbors will 
turn actors, actresses and stage hands, 
painters and builders of sets, seamstresses 
and costume designers and exciting things 
will happen under the greenwood tree.
